A RESOLUTION APPROVING THE EXTENSION OF 
THE CONTRACT FOR MUNICIPAL YARD WASTE 
PICK-UP SERVICE ZONE 1 (CITY-WIDE) BETWEEN 
U.S.A. WASTE, INC. AND THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, IN CONNECTION WITH THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

WHEREAS, Common Council previously passed Ordinance No. S-74-97 consenting to the 
assignment of contracts for collection and disposal of yard waste and curbside 
recycling in the City of Fort Wayne from Browning Ferris Industries, Inc. to USA 
Waste, Inc.; and 


WHEREAS, in 1996, Common Council also previously passed Ordinance S-75-96 extending 
the Contract for Municipal Yard Waste Pick-Up Service for an additional six (6) week 
period beyond the normal conclusion date of October 15" 1996, to the last Friday in the 
month of November; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council concludes that an extension of the Contract for Municipal 
Yard Waste Pick-up Service for an additional six (6) weeks in 1997 is in the best 
interest of the citizens of Fort Wayne; and 

WHEREAS, USA Waste, Inc. agrees to extend the yard waste collection period for six (6) 
weeks for the following service rates: 

a. Service each household on an every other week basis at a cost of: 
$94.12 per ton. The Collection days will continue to be the same 


except it will be every other week. 


b. An Alternative proposal would be to continue weekly collection at a cost of: 
$138.63 per ton. Collection days would not change. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. The City Council requests that the Board of Public Works, by and through its 
Solid Waste Department, initiate and approve a six (6) week extension of the 


Municipal Yard Waste Pick-up Service Contract for 1997. 
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SECTION 2. The City Council also requests that the six (6) week extension for yard waste 
pick-up service be done on a weekty/bi-weekly basis. 
SECTION 3. That this Resolution be in effect from and after its passage and any and all 


necessary approval by the Mayor.

Attached you will find a RESOLUTION requesting that the Board of Public Works 
through its Solid Waste Department initiate a procedure to extend the Green Waste 
collection time frame for 1997. The extension would add six (6) weeks to the existing 
season. The present contract ends on October 17, 1997. The extension would continue the 
collection period through November 29, 1997. 


USA Waste has submitted a proposal outlining a BI-weekly and a weekly pick-up for the 
extended season. Their proposal is $94.12 per ton for the BI-weekly period and $138.63 
for the weekly collection. In 1996 the extended collection period generated 682 tons of 
green waste. Using 1996 tonnage's the minimum cost for 1997 would be $64,189.00 for 
BI-weekly and $94,545.00 for weekly. (Note: the 1997 annexations added 400 residences 
to the 1996 base.) 


If the BI-weekly system were decided to be the most effective the collection would 
coincide with the recycle collection system.
